SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled artwork is classified as unrestricted. 

The artwork is a collage. It consists of one page of white paper, which is 
approximately 13cm x 17cm in dimension. The page contains typed and handwritten 
text, with three photographs stuck on. The photograph in the top left hand corner is of 
two canaries, labelled "A" and "B". The two small photographs mid-way down the right 
hand side are of penises, also labelled "A" and "B". The penises are flaccid. The text 
is a stream of consciousness reflection on the merging of individual psyches. Larger, 
handwritten text at the top and bottom of the page reads "He is starting to talk like.. 
and "I told him to stop following..." 

In applying the criteria of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act), consideration has been given as to whether the photographs of penises 
amount to the publication dealing with matters of sex. The photographs are not overtly 
sexual in nature, and the artist appeared to intend them to be read symbolically. 
Therefore no sexual reading can necessarily be made. 

In consideration of s3(4) of the FVPC Act, the dominant effect of the artwork is of an 
obscure, stream of consciousness narrative accompanied by photographs bearing no 
immediate relationship to the text. The work has considerable artistic and cultural 
merit, being part of the oeuvre of renowned artist Keith Haring. 

Considering the criteria of the FVPC Act, it is not likely that the availability of the 
publication will be injurious to the public good, and the publication is classified as 
unrestricted. 
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
